Congressman Mark Amodei provided a federal legislative update to the Board
that included information about various appropriation bills. He stated the House's Interior
Appropriations Bill contained full funding for the Payment in Lieu of Taxes (PILT) program. He
believed it should not affect the County's budget.

Commissioner Jung noted there had been a movement in northem Nevada in
conjurii!fion with the Reno-Sparks Indian Colony to create a Native Nations College and asked
for funding assistance. She also asked Congressman Amodei what was being done at the federal
level in regards to the drought. She encouraged Congressman Amodei to look at the Drug
Enforcement Agency' s (DEA) heavy-handedness towards marij uana laws.

Congressman Amodei said he was pleased with the working relationship with the
Reno-Sparks Indian Colony. He stated he was working with the Desert Research Institute (DRI)
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to use drones as a way to gather better data on our climate. He spoke about the importance of the
State's jurisdiction over ground water and water meters. In the absence of new water sources, he
believed management of water sources was important. He mentioned communities in southern
Nevada raised rates on water usage and saved water through conservation programs.

Congressman Amodei described his experience with his follow Congrcssmen in
regards to their opinion on drugs and controlled substances. He stated he would provide County
staffwith testimony from the former head of the DEA in regards to controlled substanceQ,.which
included DEA statistics related the increase in property damage, personal injury 14j''d...?th
among the younger demographic of drug users.

"Y'' Michael Clark, Washoe County Assessor, stated the Assessor's Office was tasked
with discovering, mapping, and valuing property throughout the County. Their duties included
checking public records, surveying and measuring properties, capturing pictometry images
(aerial views) of the County and managing a list of properties. He mentioned staffing was down
25 people from its height during the County's economic boom. His main concern for the
department was attrition. He stated 40 percent of staff and 80 percent of management staff were
scheduled to retire in the next five years. The pending loss of current staff would result in the
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loss of institutional knowledge. He remarked on the importance of succession planning. He said
he was proud of his staff and introduced Joshua Wilson, Chief Deputy Assessor, to conduct the
presentation. A copy of the presentation was placed on file with the Clerk.

Joshua Wilson, Chief Deputy Assessor, spoke on the Assessor's Office strategic
planning which included their mission and vision. He noted the most essential role of the Office
was to provide funding to the County and said the office was customer service focused. The
presentation highlighted the following topics: Purpose of Assessor's Office, Assessori.$Office
Overview, Accomplishments for Fiscal Year (FY) 2Ol4-15, New Single Family Re;ide4ces
Trends, FY 2015-16 Goals, and Emerging Issues and Concerns. During the New Sin$iriil:Fprtrily
Residences presentation, Mr. Wilson went through a median sales price graph *hiet, di$layed
the fluctuation in median sales prices from2002 through 2015. While he discr$i€if&e Office's
concems, he pointed out an anticipated l5 percent staffiurnover during FY 26i&f.
